The Cruise of the Mira 


MONDAY, APRIL 


The Norwegian steamer Mira reached 
Oslo with two of its 117 passengers suf- 
fering from wounds caused by splinters 
of a bomb. The vessel had been bombed 
eight times by German airplanes on the 
voyage from Newcastle-on-Tyne. That it 
reached its destination at all was due to 
it being convoyed by British warships. 

These facts should count for some- 
thing in the calculation of Norwegian of- 
ficials, who have certainly not been giving 
the Allies the benefit of the doubt in their 
interpretation of neutrality law, and have 
in some instances—under threat of course 
—allowed Berlin to interpret the law to 
suit itself. The experience of the Mira is 
not peculiar, except in detail. It has been 
duplicated by that of scores of ships of 
Norwegian and other neutral registry—a 
large number of which have been sent to 
the bottom by Nazi torpedoes or bombs, 
with heavy loss of life. 

Norway and its fellow-neutrals simply 
have no rights at sea according to the 
Hitler code. If it were not for Allied war- 
ships on patrol everywhere in the North 
Sea their vessels would be rusting in har- 
bour and trade at a stand-still. Since the 
neutrals cannot or dare not enforce their 
rights against Germany, they might at 
least stop finding fault when an Allied 
warship trespasses into their territorial 
waters in an attempt to defend such 
rights on behalf of all nations.

Coming Back 


| The sale of stock at Calgary's spring 
show last week broke all records for 21 
years. As an instance, 623 bulls were sold. 
The proceeds of the sale amounted to 
$127,766, a gain of $39,000 over the fig- 
ures for last year, and the largest since 
1919. The stock-growing branch of Al- 
berta agriculture is coming back. 

A feature of the sale was the presence 
of a considerable number of buyers from 
the United States, who took the opportun- 
ity to obtain some high quality stock with 
premium money. Only one bull in the 
entire lot reacted positively to the test for 
tuberculosis, convincing evidence that the 
Alberta climate and out door life preserve 
stock health. 

This is encouraging as to the prospect 
for the sale to be held in connection with 
the Edmonton show this week, From the 
stand-point of stock-improvement, the 
sale is more important than the show. The 
competitions in the show ring serve to en- 
courage growers and to establish the 
standing and therefore the value of the 
animals entered. The sale results in 
breeding stock of high class being dis- 
persed to scores or hundreds of farms, 
to replace animals of inferior types and 
raise the standard. 

There is no better stock country in the 
world than Alberta. Conditions which 
for many years put stock-growing at a 
discount as compared with wheat-grow- 
ing have passed. Mixed-farming is coming 
| again into recognition as the type that 
offers the farmer the best security. The 
active buying of breeding stock in evi- 
| dence last week at Calgary is likely to be 
repeated this week at Edmonton. 


Complete returns {rom Acadia show 
Dr. Day, Liberal candidate, elected by a 
majority of two votes over his New Dem- 
ocracy opponent.

Prize Cargoes 

An article in the March issue of “The P.L.A. 
Monthly” describes the handling of prize and 
contraband cargoes in the Port of London. “The 
Prize Branch of H.M. Customs notify the Port 
of London Authority of the arrival of the vessel 
and forward them a list of the seized goods. The 
discharge is performed either by the Authority, 
or on their behalf by a stevedoring firm, and the 
goods are stored by the Authority on account of 
the Admiralty Marshal. The shipowner or 
broker is notified of what cargo has been de- 
tained and the vessel is held until the detained 
cargo has been released by H.M. Customs or dis- 
charged for further examination. Goods de- 
tained and subsequently released are re-stowed 
and the vessel is allowed to proceed on her 
voyage, When the examination of the seized 
cargo is complete the case is then ready to be 
brought before the Prize Court which decides 
whether the cargo is contraband or not, The sale 
of actual contraband goods is then ordered and 
the remainder of the disputed cargo is released. 
Brokers for the sale of the various commodities 
seized are appointed by the Admiralty Marshal 
and the proceeds are held in the Prize Fund 
Account until the termination of hostilities. 
Compensation is paid in respect of goods held to 
be non-contraband.”
